Shocks Continue and the People are 
Expecting the Worst. 


Other Foreign News—One Hundred Per- 
sons Drowned by a Collision of 
Steamers—The Straits Ques- 
tion Looking Serious.

New York, Sept. 12:—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]

San Sa.vapor, Sept. 11. 

The details of the terrible earthquake 
‘shock of which I cabled you on Wednes- 
day prove itto have been more disas- 
trous than was supposed. In this city 
about forty people were killed and sixty 
were more or less seriously injured.

ONE HUNDRED DROWNED. 
An Italian Steamer Run Down and Sunk by 
a Greck Vessel. 

_AruENs, Sept, 11.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A collision has taken 
place off Cape Colonna between the Ital- 
ian steamship Taormina of the Italian 
_Transpertation Company and the Greek 
steamship Thessalia. ‘Bhe Taormina 
sank soon after tne accident, drowning 
her captain, several of her crew and 
many cabin passengers. The second 
officer of the Taormina anda number of 
passengers standing on the bridge at the 
time the collision occurred, were saved 
by the boats of the Thessalia.

She Denies That She is Diss de Bar 
of Spook Notoriety.

Noctrace has been found 
of Miss Vera Ava. alleged to be a 
wealthy Englishwoman who ‘came here 
some weeks ago to work for foreign 
women and who suddenly disappeared 
Wednesday evening. Concerning her 
identity an afternoon paper says: 

She is none other than Ann Odelia 
Diss deBar, the spook priestess of New 
York. She was seen on the street and 
‘recognized by a New York newspaper 
‘woman, who called uponthe chief of 
detectives, and told him of her discov- 
ery. The description ofo Ann Odelia 
tallies exactly with that of Miss Ava. 
According to a New York lady, the no- 
torious spiritualist carries a stock of 
wigs and other make-ups, and has of 
late been traveling across the country, 
swindling gullible church people. The 
police have no doubt that Miss Ava is 
Diss deBar. This opinion is strength- 
ened by information gleaned from other 
sources, 

It has been discovered that a woman 
who answered to Miss Ava’s description 
called at one of the medical colleges 
yesterday. If this is true it proves that 
she did not make away with herself on. 
Wednesday night. Onthe day of her 
disappearance the alleged Miss Ava had 
an interview with Archbishop Feehan. 
She gave Mrs. Bolton, with whom she 
drove to the Archbishop’s residence, to 
understand that she was going to see 
about getting some property which was 
in possession of the Catholic Church in 
England. She was formerly a member 
-of that church, and it is said was-once a. 
nun. She evidently: deceived Mrs. Bol- 
ton as the Archbishop says his talk was 
exclusively on religious subjects and 
was not ofa personal character. 

It appears that she also called on 
Archbishop Feehan yesterday. The 
cabman who drove her there today 
identified Miss Ava's picture as that of 
the woman in question. He said that 
after she entered the cab he saw her

Grand Larceny — The 
Bailey Habeas Corpus Denicd 
~—Court Notes. 


Two opinions were received from 
headquarters yesterday by Deputy Clerk 
Ashmore of the Supreme Court for = 
in this city. ‘ 

In the case of William Behlow (re- 
spondent) vs. J. de Barth Shorb et ux. 
(appellants,) the judgment and order of 
the trial court are affirmed, except that 
thé court below is dirested to modify 


sum of $58, the costs of the appeal to 
be borne by the appellants. 

This was an action on account of 
goods, wares and merchandise, alleged 
to have been sold and delivered by 
plaintiffs to defendants, between May 
1, 1887, and March 1, 1888. and to 
have been of the value of $28438.25>_ 

The defendants moved the court t 
quash the summons served upon them 
upon the ground that it did not state 
the amount for which plaintiff proposed 
to take judgment; but the motion was 
denied, whereupon defendants demurred 
to the complaint. on the grounds, first, 
thatit did not state facts sufficient to 
constitute a cause of action, and second, 
that it was uncertain, ambiguous and 
unintelligible in that it didnot appear 
therefrom where the goods were sold. 
This demurrer was overruled, and de- 
fendants then answerred, avérring that 
the whole sum sued for had been paid. 
They also, by way of counter claim, 
averred that they sold and conveyed on 
piece of 
land for the sum of $5,900, plaintiff 
agreeing to sell defendants the goods, 
do certain work for them, and pay the 
difference which remained. They there- 
fore prayed judgment for $3056.75. 

The case was tried by the court and 
the findings were in substance, that 
there were two distinct transactions 


the goods sceld and. delivered by plaintiff 
todefendants was $8883.21 and «that 
besides the land nothing was paid to 
defendant, who was awarded judgment 
for the sum of 33261.21 and costs. 

The judgment and order of the trial 
court in thecase of Fred S. Gould (res- 
pondent) vs. O. A. Stafford (appellant) 
are reversed, and the cause remanded 
fora new trial. 

Thisis an action for damages result- 
ing from the alleged diversion of water 
by defendant from Montecito Creek in 
Santa Barbara county and for a perpet- 
ualinjunction against such diversion in 
the future. Both parties claim to be 
riparian proprietors upon both sides of 
the creek, defendant’s land being about 
one mile above that of plaintiff.

3 ohn E. Dunlop appeared before J udge 
Clark yesterday upon a writ of habeas 
corpus and- demanded his release from.

The report of the secretary was read, 
and from his statement it is evident that 
the chamberis about out of debt, and 
everything will be cleared up by the 
last ofthe present month. The mem- 
bership has been swelled to about seven 
hundred and is still increasing. 

The following letter from Richard 
Gird was read and adopted: 

In pursuance of the promise made in 
answer to your invitation to appear before 
you, Isubmit the following, to be read at 
your next meeting if the opportunity pre- 
sents itself: 
appreciating the importance to 
Southern California of the beet-sugar in- 
dustry and believing in the special adapta- 


of our soil and climate for that pur- 


pose, and fully realizing the necessity of 

making a success at the outset, J secured 

the co-operation of Mr. Henry T. Oxnard, 

with an understanding that if all the con-. 
ditions proved to be favorable, he and his 

associates would build a factory and re- 

finery on the Chino ranch. 

I then went methodically and systemati- 
cally to work to prove by actual experiment 
what those conditions were. I learned the 


analysis of the beet; studied the agricul- 


tural methods of those countries where the 
culture had been successful; planted num- 
erous experimental patches, and made con- 
tinuous analyses, running through more 
than two years’ of beets at all stages of 
growth and maturity and grownin all the 
different soils, thus demonstrating many 
important advantages due to our soil and 
semi-tropical tlimate over beets grown in 
the rigorous climate of the East and Europe, 
and many other things of importance not 
before understood and of great economical 
value to the cultivator and manufacturer. 
At every step I gained positive knowl- 
edge, and left nothing to chance. The ac- 
cumulated proof thus obtained, and the 
analyses of soil and water being satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Oxnard and his friends, a con-.. 
tract was made and signed last December, 
and the result is that in less than elght 
months a perfectly operated sugar factory, 
(with wide spread flelds of beets, giving 


employment to hundreds of people) turn. 


ing out quantities of refined sugar from 
the highest grade beets ever worked in a 
factory or grown in any country, now ex- 
ists upon this, the Chino ranch. 

To give you an idea of the close applica- 
tion, patient watching and work necessary 
to make all this possibie without chance of 
failure, to organize, the, forces and meth- 
ods, to prepare the land. plow, thin and 
cultivate 7 2000 acres, aud finally to 
harvest and deliver at the factory 500 tons 
of beets per day. would take more time: 
than I could possibly devote to it now. 

Ol want tosay, however, that for ymany 
ae ty to come there will be no competition

try has not been sacrificed, but encouraged, 
and that is not the only advantage 
‘we shall derive, as each factory, 
similar to the one we have buiit 
here means an outlay of about 
$500,000 and the United States will re- 
quire 1000 of such factories to supply it 
with sugar in 1900. The building of-these 
factories will start up the coal and iron 
mines, as wellas the machine shops 
over the United States, giving employment 
directly to thousands and give a far greater 
impetus to our national prosperity than 
could be obtained in any other channel, not 
even excepting reciprocity. We will also 
“give our farmers an opportunity to diver- 
sify their,crops, and we all know the great 
advantages to be derived from that source. 
Under the old tariff the industry never 
thrived, but with the stimulus of the bounty 
within the past eight months beet-sugar fac- 
tories have started or are about to be started 
allover the United States. At least twenty 
States are, in well adapted to 
thé sugar beet. e have the soil, climate 
and capital necessary to become the great- 
est sugar-producing country in the world, 
and as soon as we have acquired the 
knowledge of the industry which will 
enables us to compete successfully with 
those countries of Europe, with the aid of 
the stimulus given by our last Congress we 
can hope to lead the world in the produc- 
tion of sugar in the next fifteen or ‘twenty 
ears. 

, You will excuse me for the length of this 
communication, but before closing I wish 
to say afew words regarding the advan- 
tages of Southern California, andthe rea- 
sons which induced us to build here. 

In the first place the climatic conditions 
are such that a beet-sugar factory by select- 
ing its soils, can extend its planting and 
mantfacturing s¢ason much longer than in 
any other part of the world. If such is the 
case, as I believe it will be proved by .us 
next year, you will have in Southern Cal- 
ifornia a natural advantage; I say ‘‘if”’ 
because it has not as yet been proved, 
although both Mr. Gird and myself believe 
it can be done and we intend solving the 
problem this coming year. A great advan- 
tage is the fact that having no rains after 
a certain season, the cropcan be cultivated 
and harvested at very much less expense 
than anywhere else thatI know of. This 
year’s experience has proved that conclu- 
sively. To counterbalance the advantages, 
fuel is very dear and transportation is not 
cheap, although I mustin justice say that, 
looking at it from their standpoint, the 
Southern Pacific has tried to be liberal, and 


wants to encourage the development of such j 


manufacturing industrieS asthese. In con. 
clusion I want to say that too much credit 
cannot be given to Mr. Gird, for he has had 
courage and faith from the beginning, and 
had I not knowy him tobe a man who car. 
ries out his contracts to the letter and 
one in whom I would implicitly rely, 
the advantages possessed by Southern 
California for beet sugar would 
yet have to be proved, The cultural 
problein offers the greatest difficulty, and 
Mr. Gird issolving it in a very satisfactory 
way, and certainiy deserves the thanks of 
allin so doing, fori can assure you that 
the establishMent of such factories ina 
new country totally unaceuatomed to the re- 
quirements of the industry is n light task, 
and had we heen gbitged to solve the agri- 
cultural question a8 wellas that of manu- 
facturing, the pregress of the industry 
would have been very muc’ retarded and 
the result doubtful. :

During the visit of the chamber to the 
Chino sugar factory so much interest 
was takenin the manufacture of sugar 
that Henry T. Oxnard has been induced 
to address the following letter to the’ 
chamber, and it will be of interest to 
every resident of Southern Californja: 

I egmem it a pleasure and an honor to be 
able @ write a few words briefly regarding 
the development of the beet-sugar industry, 
and the conditionin whichit exists inthe 
United States today. The beet-sugar in. 
wustry has beconre well established in 
Europe only withinin the last half century, 
and has become a great factor in the 
world’s sugar supply within the past fifteen 
years, so that today more sugar is pro- 
duced from beets than from all the other 
sugar-producing plants of the worid com. 
bined. This result has been brought about 
within the last fifty years by the govern- 
ments of Europe, chiefly Germany and 
France, subsidising ag4 encouraging the 
production of sugartosuch an extent as 
to diminish the price of that article at teast 
one-half what i* was ten yearsago. The 
United States, as you al] know, have within 
the past vear. by a wise provision in the Mc- 
Kinley bill, offered a bounty of 2 cents per 
pound for a limited period, ior ali sugar pro- 

uced in the United States, and by follow- 
ing theexample of Germany and France, 
can soon hope to become independent of the’ 
rest of the world for the supply of its sugar, 
thereby keeping at home some hundreds of 
millions of dollars sent abroad annually to 
enrich the farmers and manufacturers of 


. foreign countries. The 2 cents in the shape 


of a bounty by the United States Govern- 
ment, takes the place of the 2 cents which 
formerly existed as a tariff on the importa- 
tion of sugar.-.The result of this legislation
